containing contents in the bird's eg gs to said organism mixture; 
harvesting the eg gs laid by the birds; 

separatin g the entire contents of said harv ested egg s from th e egg shells; 
adding preservatives to prevent microbial growth and ex tend shelf-life; 
mixin g the separated contents of said harvested eggs and preservatives; 
pasteurizing the mixture of the separated contents 

storing the pasteurized mixture of the separated contents of said harvested eggs and 
preservatives on a carrier material

the preservatives include food grade Vitamin E, vanilla, sodium benzoa te; potassium 
sorbate and sodium citrate.

73. (New) The method of claim 61 wherein the respiratory illness causing microbial 
organisms include bacteria, viruses, fungi and parasites. 

74. (New) The method of claim 61 wherein the animals include bovine, swine, poultry, 
zoological animals, companion animals or other farm animals. 

75. (New) The method of claim 61 wherein the animals include humans. 

76. (New) The method of claim 61 wherein the one or more organisms inoculated into the 
female birds include one or more viruses. 

77. (New) The method of claim 61 wherein the spray also prevents the microbial organisms 
from being spread with water droplets. 

78. (New) The method of claim 61 wherein the one or more viruses is swine influenza virus. 

79. (New) The method of claim 61 wherein the birds are inoculated with one organism. 

80. (New) The method of claim 61 wherein the birds are separated into different groups, 
each group of birds inoculated with a different microbial organism of the organism mixture and 
the egg mixture comprises adherence inhibiting material from all of the groups of birds. 

81 . (New) The method of claim 61 wherein the egg mixture is administered through an oral 
and nasal delivery.
